estimated lifetime to prevent undue deterioration and to encourage17

public use, including the maintenance of the area’s federally18

funded public boating access facilities existing on the property,19

which is specially assigned and required through 2024; and20

(e) The facility shall be kept open for public use at21

reasonable hours and times of the year, according to the type of22
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area or facility.1

(2) The Lower Loup Natural Resources District shall be2

responsible for compliance and enforcement of the requirements set3

forth in subsection (1) of this section.4
